[BY CABLE TO CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
PARIS, Feb. 27.—The Hungarian

STATE OFFICERS 


Hull and Hamill Favor 
_Appointees Instead. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 
Springfield, I1L, Feb. 27.—[Special.] 
—Three proposals have been presented 
to the constitutional convention to 
make all elective state officers, except 
two or three, appointive by the gov- 
ernor. Two were introduced by Mor 
ton. D. Hull and one by Charles H. 
Hamill, both of Chicago. 

Despite one of the principal argu- 
ments for a new constitution was the 
short ballot and the curtailment of 
election expenses, certain other dele 
gates would make more jobs instead of 
less. 

Hull hie first proposal simply 
asked that only the governor and the 
lieutenant governor be elected, the 
auditor to be appointed by the legis- 
lature, and ae state officers to be 
jappointed by the governor. 

Hamill, however, has worked out in 
detail an executive department having 
only the governor and lieutenant gov- 
ernor elected in 1924. He desires that 
the governor appoint all other state 
officers as heads of administrative de- 
partmnts. He further specifies certain 
duties, powers, and restrictions. 


New Supreme Court Plan. 
Delegate Wall presented another new 
court plan, by which he would have 
twenty-seven judges on the Supreme 
bench. He desires to divide these into 
courts of three each, and have direct 
appeals from -the Circuit court, the 
only court he contemplates. 
Delegate Trauttman presented an- 
other plan for state apportionment. He 
limits Cook county representation in 
the senate and permits representation 
in the house according to population, 
with the rider that every county have 
one member.

I. and R. plan, which requires a much 
larger petition than any heretofore

20 Will Search Records of 
Big Corporations. 


Chicago politicians erupted ques- 


dom buzzed like a divided beehive, and 
a half dozen giant corporations called 
executive conferences yesterday as the 
result of Uncle Sam’s indictment of At- 
torneys Daniel J. Schuyler and Charlies 
Weinfeld for income tax fraud. 

Out of the web of official mystery 
and hinted political intrigue surround- 
ing the case two real facts developed: 
Both lawyers surrendered them- 
selves to District Attorney Clyne, . 
and were released under $5,000 
bonds approved by Federal Judge 
Carpenter. 
Word was received from Wash- 
ington that twenty additional gov- 
ernment auditors had been as- 
signed to Chicago to check over 
the books of every big corporation 
represented by the _ attorney, 
whose activities reached into prac- 
ticall yevery phase of political and 
financial life of the city. 
Represent Big Corporations. 
Schuyler & Weinfeld are known to 
have represented, among others, the 
Commonwealth Edison company, the 
Peoples Gas, Coal and Coke company; 
the Union station project: the Chicago 
Telephone company; the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad, and the [Illinois Tunnel 
company. In addition, they are said 

have handled the political campaigns 


in various elections in the Second and 
Fifth wards, as well as those of nu- 
merous contestants for municipal and 
State offices. 

Revenue investigators, acting under 
orders from Washington, charged that 
during the year 1916 huge amounts 
of money passed through the hands 
of Schuyler & Weinfeld only to be 
paid out again for the firm’s clients. 

_ To Bare Political Funds. 

“If this case comes to trial,” pre- 
dicted a man active in the investiga 
tion, “it will bring to light just how 
much money big interests in. Chicago 
paid into political funds and probably 
just where the money eventually 
trickled to. The entire fabric of the 
1916 campaign in Chicago is likely to 
be dragged into the open, as are the 
money powers behind political move- 
ments. 

“The lawyers declare that most of 
the big. payments shown on. their 
books were given them to pay others, 


been mentionéd and will not be unless 
the government digs them out or their 
names are demanded in court. 

“It is natural to suppose that the 
revelation will make public the secret 
political affiliations of some of Chi- 
cago’s public utilities and big business 
interests, for if money shown as paid 
to the firm of Schuyler and ‘Weinfeld 
was not paid for services rendered, 
and was later dealt out by the attor- 
neys for their clients, it must have 
gone to pay for something some- 
where. 

“Some one will have to pay tax on 
this income.” 

Counter Charges by Schuyler. 

The most interesting of conjectures 
yesterday developed from counter 
charges made by Attorney Schuyler. 
He branded the prosecution as “false, 
malicious, and dastardly,” and declared, 
“there’s something dirty behind this 
move and somebody will have to ren- 
der an accounting to me.” 

Veiled charges of conspiracy with- 
in the revenue department itself 
reached federal ears during the day, 
and may be the basis for a new inter- 
departmental investigation. 


Blame Financial Foes. 


These charges hinted that a group 
of Chicago men, either political or 
financial enemies of Schuyler & Wein- 
feld and the interests they have rep- 
resented, determined to publicly dis- 
credit the firm and to accomplish their 
purpose bought the services of high 
revenue Officials in Washington. This 
intriguing group is said to have fol- 
lowed the Chicago investigations 
through every stage. 

District Attorney Clyne declared 
that further action fn the case will be 
directed from Washington. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the indictments were forced 
through by pressure from Washington. 
It is said the internal revenue office 
and the attorney general’s department 
are not entirely in-accord Interest

Loss of Foreign Trade 
Causes Surplus. 


Milk will sell in Chicago for 14 cents 
a quart, beginning on Monday. This 
is a drop of 1 cent a quart. 

The price was decided upon follow- 
ing the drop of 45 cents per 100 pounds. 
fixed by distributors and producers 
for the month of March. As there 
are approximately forty-six quarts to 
100 pounds of milk, the consumer gets 
the full benefit of the drop. 


Lower Than Year Ago. 


This is 10 cents per 100 pounds 
lower than the price of last March. A 
still further drop is anticipated, but 
neither distributors’ nor producers’ 
representatives in Chicago would pre- 
dict the outcome for the consumer. It 
is said there is a considerable surplus 


of milk due largely to the elimina- 
tion of foreign trade. That is caused 
by the drop in foreign exchange. 

“We are told that a can of con- 
densed milk in P&ris would cost the 
consumer what corresponds to 75 cents 
for a can selling here for 15 cents,” 
said C. H. Potter, representing a group 
of milk producers.
